The liritish ship Ilala, for« which 
luiiuj,- "juive beou very anxious for t-onu- 
days inist, is safe. 

At iioou VLfiiorday slio siiilcil ill to 
C:ij!o Beiile aud Lho look-out thero rea<l 
ler sii;ual6 asliiiij; to bu reported. On 
receipt of tlio news a tug waa ot once de- 
«patcheci to give a Hue to tlie iubound 
«Lip, and she will no doubt bt- towed to 
])ort hero to-day. 

Since the tiudlug of. the life-buoy of 
the Ilalii iu tlie mauuur already de- 
sci-ibed in ti.e Colonist by Gupt. Tozier, 
of tlio Uuilod Statu-) revenue cutter 
(jira.ut, tliere has been iiuieh anxiety for 
the iucomint; ve.ssei, and she wa.s idaced 
ou the overdue lint, and twenty per 
cent, ro-iusuiance was ollored on her. It 
is now tsixteeu days siaee this lit'e-buoy 
of the ilala '.va^ found drittiaif oil the 
coast near L'elulel by the Iniliau seal- 
er, and it is believed that llu! buoy had 
been in the water I'jr not less than tw.i 
days, it tieeuis tJiaL the Ilala must have 
been outside and not fur from the coast 
eii,'liteen days a^L'o. 

The ebip has without doubt been liept 
oft the Straits ou account of the con- 
trary -winds which have been ragiui; so 
Jonjj. On Saturday and Sunday the 
'\viuds changeil ami fair breezec^ prevail- 
ed fOiT any inbound vessel. It was hi>i>- 
ed by many that she would eouie in be- 
fore those winds, and when the wind 
chauKetl to westerly again yewterday 
morniu". these were disjii.|,oinied N -vv 
her safety is asriitred, ami to-day will 
probably see her in port. 

The ilala was 'JV days Croai Monte- 
video. brin.i;in,L,' a, eal^-u ot cemeur and 
general inerehandii-e sonsi.u'ned to II. I'. 
iUtliet it Conipany, for Victoria iiier- 
ehanlt;, with whicli she left IjOndou on 
June S. She, however, em'otintered a 
pampa off the Uivcr I'latti'. aud on AtiL,'- 
HjI is put into Montevideo with, bet 
lore and main topmasts carried away. 
New riiiists were MoUt out to Monte^-ideo 
from Easlaad, aud when these were 
pUiced ia her, she sailed again on No- 
•vember 7 for Victoria. She was not 
spoken on tlie voyage, and was fully 
due bore when the news arrived from 
Uchilet of Uie linilin^' ot tiie life-buoy un- 
der the Indian's bed. This buoy ca.used 
much anxiety by drifting' with the 
swift current iu to the tiliore before the 
ship, d(dnyed by contrary wind^, could 
roach port, and her owners aud the un- 
derwriters kei)t the wires buwy askini; 
how the winds and currents were, and 
other particularis eoneendn;,' her, aud on 
her not .show ing; up, twenty per cent, re- 
insurance was offered. 

The Ilala. is well known here, having' 
been one of the sahnun lleet tlirce or 
four years airo when slu; eaine here 
from Newcastle via Dutch Harbor, to 
which port ehe took coal and sailed from 
the outer wharf for London with sal- 
mon. 

Another Tcesel ■ndiich wa.s poMtcd oii 
the overdue list at the .same time as the 
Ilala, and which, like that vessid, may 
reach port in due course, is the saluiou 
Bhip Ardn-anrnrchan. Fifty per cent, re- 
insurance has been offered on her.

Got ^1oney on Bogus Chectcs and 
By Stealing to Carouse

Ernest H. Cooper, alias Gordon, alias 
Cummlngs, -who,- as mentioned in the 
Colonist last ^yeek, victimized several 
Victorians by passing bogus checks on 
them, is safely behind the bars, and will 
have to answer to at least three charges 
of stealing nnd obtaining money under 
false pretences. He led the olllcers a 
merry chase before he -was liually locat- 
ed, devoting his attention during tho last 
few days of last "week to the outskirts 
of the . city in the daytime, and sneak- 
ing in at night. He was finally located 
by Detective Palmer and Constable Mc- 
Donald and placed under arrest after 
11 good piece of work, the description 
furnished them not being of the best. 
They learned where he was in the habit 
of spending a couple of hours each 
evening, and there they patiently await- 
ed his coming. When arrested he had 
on a coat which he had stolen from the 
janitor of Christ Church cathedral but 
a short time before. He tirst showed 
front indignation, but afterwards prac- 
tically admitted his guilt. On the -ivay 
to the station lie reached for his hip 
pocket, and when the othcers searched 
him thev found a revolver, w-bicli he 
said he had purchased with which to 
idow out his brains if appi'oaclu'il by an 
(dhcer. The arresting olhcers being in 
olain clothes, he did not know them. 

The three charges already laid against 
Cooiier, and which wen> read to hini in 
the police court yesterday morning, are 
stealing an overcoat from I'liil Smith, 
of tlie O.sborne Il<nise; stealing a pilot 
coat and gloves from l'\ L. Cockerall, 
janitor of the cathedral; and outnimng 
.SIO from L. G. liurns, proprietor of the 
iteo Hive saloon, under false i)retences. 
How he passed two checks on Mr. 
lUirns, which w-ere refused payment at 
the banks has already T>eon told in tae 
Colonist. To steal the coat from the 
Osborne House lie adopted a sharp plan. 
Going up to the house, he asked the 
Cliinaniaii employed there to tell Air. 
Smith that a man wanted to see him. 
During the C^liinaman's absence he ap- 
propriated the coat. Mr. Cockerall s 
coat he took while that gentleman was 
busy cleaning nut tlie church. 

Cexiper, by which name he is bettor 
known, also ii!issed a check on Mrs. 
C"arinic)i:iel. who keeps a lodging house 
ou Joliusoii street; aud borrowed $;j 
from 'M"rs. Gillespie, of Fort street, his 
nice appearance and smooth talk givmg 
tlHMu implicit confidence in him. He 
was not particular as to the bank on 
which he drew tho checks, some of them 
being on the Bank of British Colnfbia, 
another on the Bank Of British North 
America, and others on the Nationa 
Kank of Commerce of Seattle. Ho had 
a lot of the checks of this latter bank 
in his pockets when arrested; m fact, 
some of the checks drawn on the other 
banks were drawn on this bank's checks, 
the name being changed. Neither was 
he partiCUla.r ns to the choice of names, 
some of tho checks being signed trooper 
and others Cumniings or Gordon; nn-i 
it is said he also went so far on one 
occasion as to sign another man s nanie 
in endorsing a check. llcnvever it is 
not likelv'that he will he ehargeil witli 
forgerv, but there may be liirtlier 
charges of obtaining money under false 
pretences laid against him. Those who 
accepted his I. O. U.'s. a iiunilier (d 
which are held by hotel ami saloon- 
kei'liers. <d' course liavi' no redress. 

Cooper is a well-dressed and pleasaut- 
manneriHl young Englishman. The 
monev he obtained by his crooked <leiil- 
ings iie (lid not hord<': in fact he spent 
it just lis (plii'kly as he got it. most v 
among the set who spend tludr nights in 
carousing and are seliloia seen in the 
daytime. The coats he stcde were I)Ut 
up" for the drinks, and the money was 
spent lavishly; in fuet, lie was looked 
upon as "a good thing," in the vernacu- 
lar ol" till' " shorthand talker." 

The Iiearing id' the charges against 
Cooper was remanded until Thursday.

for food when spawulngitl'C&nnbt'teiifyoit 
much. Some anglers took' .oveir'a hohdrea 
ot these flsh on the spa'whliig sheds In the 
Cowlchan river last March. '^What they did 
■svlth them I do not "know; did 'they •'■cat 
them, did they throw them away, or did 
they, believing them to be diseased and un- 
fit for human food present them to their 
friends'' 

After spawning the steelhead retires to 
the deep pocila, where he riMualns until he 
recover his health, when lie drops down 
the river and returns io tife sea. 

And now for the doetor.s whi> certilled 
that salmon from tUe spawning beds wore 
unlit for hnman food. Had these gentle- 
men stated .that they were not good to cat, 
that they wore foul, and that their sale 
should be prohibited, I should have heartily 
iiKreed with them, but the term unfit for 
luiman food, to my mind, Implies that they 
are deleterious to lu'altli. Now what wore 
the Ulppcr.s (if oldon ll.iies? .Merely sal- 
miiii In their breiMllus dress, some taken 
by aiiKlIng, but nioie on the spawning beds 
by r'oacliers with nets and spear. 

And what was the iirineipal winter food 
of the Inil!;r,is before the advent ot the 
whites? Sa'inon fioin the spawning bods; 
but 1 never hejir.I of a Scotsie.an or an 
Indian uiaklnR lilm.selt III with kippers or 
dry salmon, though I have heard some old 
I gentlemen after a juiblle dinner Say the 
salniou dhsagreed with them. 

The reason . foul Osh were preferred for 
kippering or drying was that a fresh fish 
will not cure on account of Its fat; It must 
be nsed at once or It will turn rancid; a 
poor flsh, however, will keep for a long time 
''and that Is why they were stored for winter 
use. 

In conclusion, I may say that there Is 
no reason why you should not enjoy your 
salmon diirhif; tlio winter months; they are 
then In the bo.st oondltlon, Will not spawn 
for auoUior two months, aud are absolutely 
free from dl.seasc.

I have boon ro(pie.";t('d ny several iier- 
sons to oiidoavor lu correet a prepo.sterous 
statomoul luloly publlshod In the iiews- 
p:ll)ors by uiio of tlio lioiiilnluii I'lsUorlos 
eversoors to tlio olToot thai all .saliuoii in 
lirltlsb Columbia from November to Febru- 
ary are spuwaln;,', dlscasca, and unnt for 
liumau food. 

Now, most people who have the least 
Interest lu s;ilnioii, whether from an an- 
gUn:; or gastroncaulc point of view, must 
liuow that the very opposite Is the ease. 

Of our live salinoii, the sockeye, colioe 
and humpbacked have spawiiod and dls- 
api'Oarod prior to the lioKiiiiiliig of Novem- 
bi.'r. The liog salmon an' still In the rivers 
dnrin;,' Novoinber and part of IJoceinboV, 
and <'ven an oooasloiial llsli may bo found 
later still, but they have been on the lioils 
so lon^' ami arc hi surli a foul condition 
that no Olio would be likely to buy, or 
•vould any llslinioiigor expose them fur aalu. 
When In company with Br. Uasell, I once 
saw some In a llslimiuiger's stall, aud I was 
very much disgusted to see them, but I can- 
not believe they were offered for sale, or 
that the fishmonger was fool enough to ex- 
pect anyone to buy tbcm; I believe they 
were placed there merely to Indnco people 
to stop and look In, though I must say it 
v.as a very (lucstionablc method of advcr- 
lisln:.;.

It Is ut its iio>i during till; four moiillis 
iiauioil. A liii-;;!' nm conit..-. Inslnu^o about 
the llrst week In Noveiubor, and continues 
on liic (.'oast until llio lUid of Fobrimry, 
wlioii iiHj.st of tlioiii pass up tlio rivors or 
.--tay In the tidal waters awaiting the ar- 
rival of the oolachuus. Now, I need not 
icU yon that a salmon is at Its best Just 
\fhen It enters the rlrcr, and that from 
that tlwo It comiuences to deteriorate. 

The spawning kpusod of the spring sal- 
mon varies greatly; the bulk of tbcm ap- 
pear to enter the river In the spring, and 
while some spawn durlitg April In the Co-^v- 
lolian river (aud In all probability the ollior 
short rivers on tlu' Coasti tbo-io that uro 
hoiidiii}; for the iippor watoTs of llio I'oluiii- 
bhi .■md Kraser do not roucU their ib^sliiia 
lion unlil .\ugUKt or Soptoiiilior. Tli'ro 
uro no spring salmon .spiuviiiii;; diirhi'-: tlu' 
four iiionilis iiaiiiod, and tlio llsli o.\po,-^oil 
In tho murkols almost all are taken in llii' 
soa by trolllii;.'. 

Sniull runs of sprlii;; sulinoa ooour In

CJardlnor'a trout or (ns he Is commonly 
called) the steelhead, couimeuces to run In 
.Uoldstruam and the Cowlchan river about 
tho end of December. They spawn In the 
former fully a month earlier than In the 
latter. When taken lu the seo, or for a 
day or two after entering the river, he Is 
a beautiful flsh, snowy white, with hardly 
a spot visible on him. Ho very soon loses 
Ids beauty however, and begins to assume 
bis brooilliig dress, •which Is very much 
more gaudy but not so becoming. In the 
llrst stage the black spots become more 
lilstinci, then red strcalts appear on his 
nidci; ami ho becomes more colored about 
the head, lliially about the beginning of 
March, when iho fenmie sp.'iv.'iis, ho Is as 
I'gl.V a tlsli at: you would wish to see, 
tliougli Ik: never lieconios as hideous as 
the salmon. 

Yon must not suiipnso, however, that li(> 
is diseased. The not of siiawiiing Is a 
i.alural funetlon, not a disease. 

The saliiioii that die In such large num- 
bers III tho autumn, the dog salmon aud 
lnnii|ibaik, die principally of exhaustlou, 
1 liou;,'li many of them are also affected 
with n fiiii:,'olil growth.

BRITISH FIELD GUNS. 

Armstrong's Defence of tlio Mai ;er8 us 
Compared "SVith Foreign Firms. 

The following letter from tho Arm- 
strong- Wbitworth Conipany appears in 
tlu; London Times: 

i^'r, — Our attention has boon called to 
the reply of the Secretary of State for 
^Var to a question asked by Sir 
Howard "\ iueent (tho nnies, IJuceiuber 
15, IDOtt), in whicli Mr. J5rodrick is re- 
ported to have .said that orders for field 
guns were given by the Fnglish govern- 
inent to (Jormany becaiiso lOnglish mak- 
ers cotild not take tbeiii, anil coniptiri- 
sons most injurious to Kiiglisli nianufac- 
turer.s were made, while— mi doubt in- 
advertently—in :Mr. Brodrick's reply no 
reference is miule to the toliiliy dilTorent 
conditions under which the orders in 
(luostion were given. 

We are sorry that, owing to circiiin- 
stanees connected with the illness and 
death of Lord Armstrong, we have been 
iinablo at an curlier date to correct th<! 
erroneous inference ■which we feel sure 
will be drawn from Mr. Brodrick's an- 
swer, and which is that Gernann manu- 
facturers can make field artillery ma- 
terial quicker than tlicir Enslish rivals, 
and we regret that the answer shouM 
have been entirely misleading, and, how- 
over unwittingly made, entirely unjust. 

It is essential in any fair comparison 
that the conditions under tvhich eom- 
iietitors work should be the same, but 
in this case the conditions were utterly 
and entirely dilTcroat. 

Tlie German makers were nnfettered 
by beinv' obliged to work to the English 
government designs. They were 
lowed to supply guns and cnrriagCiS cf. 
their own stock pattoni, and from the 
inforiiiation at our disposal we know 
that these patterns aro of designs far 
easier to make than are those wfiich 
h:ive been placed in our hands by the 
war olllce. 

In tho Ccrinan carriage, fur oxatnnle, 
wooii scnreoly enters into the construc- 
tion at I'.ll. 1'he trails iire construct-Hl 
of steel tubes, and the wheels arc Miade 
eutiri ly of steel. In tile Uoyal .\rseiial 
design (a't ndminible one) the *niil is 
diflli-iilt ,jf ecmstruetion, reriiiiring i!;')st 
cnrefiil manufacture, while tho wheels 
also are of an e.vpensive pattern, reqnir' 
ing long seasoned cleft lOnglisli '.; :k 
.-pokes and ash felloes, the naves and 
l)il>e boxes being of a nioilitied pattern. 

\V(> now turn to the question of the 
batteries to be supplied by the English 
makers. 

In all work of tbi.s doserii>tioii made 
in l'"!iglaiiil, absiiluto iiiterrliangc.iliility 
of the oonipiiiieiil parts of the gun and 
cai-riaL'o is rij,-btly insislcil on — that l>, 
any p.'irt of mie gnu or carriage must 
111' availalile for use on any other jriill 
or carriau'o, wlietlior such fuii or ear- 
riaL'c is iipiiie in the lti.y:il .•\rs.-in;il or 
liy iii;il;cis outside of tlic g.ivei-niiicn!-. 

We ilouiii if the intere'i wr.,'i>a!iilit \- of 
jiarts, inter ho, is in tlie (Icrin.m t'at- 
teries carried to nii.Ttliin:: like tin.' .simo 
extent as it is in tlu' I'lngli.sn ; but at 
any rate tlio iiitcreliangealiility with the 
guns of other iii:ikers Jias been iicces- 
snrily dispensed with, the guns a:id e:ir- 
ria^'cs bein- of totally different paltem-, 
and nnikors alone can aiipr.'eiate the 
I'liornious increuso in raiiidity of de- 
livery involved in the roI;ix:iti( ii of b,-:iiig 
alliiwe l to <nial;c solely and altogether 
!i) tile makers' own designs. 

'\\'e may ]ioiiit out tliat in tip.' case of 
till- bnttiTv presented lo !''ii'M Alarshal 
Loril Kolierts by Lady Me-uv, rlie bat- 
tery was eoniiileti'il ?n about six woeC-s 
friini till' rec(>i|il of tlie 'ipir-^ri-al; and 
wc may add that, had a larger nuinlior 
of lot t tei'ies of the same pattern boon 
orilcred, ive cotiM liave continued to do- 
liviT at the rate of a batti^ry of ;-;ix 
guns, carriages and limbers jicr wee!;"'. 

A:.'ain. al! I''nglish worl; is siibjectod 
to a most rigorous and exacting inspec- 
tion, not only on coniiilotion, but at all 
stages during tnaunfaotui'c, and it is 
sutiiniarily rejieted if it fails to conijily, 
eVon in miiiulc details, with the speeilica- 
tion. It is. wo think. <iiiite certain that 
no correspondingly rigid inspection has 
been exacted in tlio case of the German 
material. 

The writer was informed-verbally, late 
in .Tnnuary or earl.v In Februar.v, that 
LS batteries 'wonld 'ho ordered from ItJIs- 
■^^nck, and ■we took immediate steps to 
lirocure tho necessat^ materials and to 
make, so soon as we had the informa- 
tion, the necessary tools and ganres. 
Some portion of tho material 'wns found, 
when the drawings were receive«l. to be 
inapplicable to the desifrhs. and fresh 
material had to he provided; but it is 
snllbdeut, in order to show the 'diUcuI- 
ties ■\vith which wp liad to contend, to 
men lion that the model of the brcoeh 
block, from which our tools ami gauges 
liJid lo lie inailo (a work wliicli would 
o<'eiipv five or six weeks), was onl.v re- 
ceived li.v us on .Ttine 'J, and that no less 
than •!'! drawings of details, either orig- 
inal or alterations to previous designs, 
were roeeivod bv us between .Tnly 1 • nd 
tho middle of Ilecemlior, tli(^ date \vlu'n 
wo commenced to deliver. 

We are quite aw:ire that every oiTort 
was made to stipiily lis with tlie reiinirod 
information with us Iittli> ilrlay as jins- 
sililc: but, on the oilier Ifand. so so'ui 
as wi> had that inform.'ition, everyl liini' 
in onr power to expedite delivery m-:is 
dor:e. 

Sinoo the middle of Soptomber we 
have deWvered. 78 ;«nns— that is,,J3 bat-' 
teries -'ofgUDS— and GO carriages and

limbers— that is 10 batteries ol carriages 
and limbers, or more than a battery 
every 10 days. 

To Olio other point in tho reply of the 
Secretary of State we venture to call 
attention, and that is to the continuity 
of supply referred to by biui. Now, we 
have, for m.my ■\veoks, eonapleted the 
initial steps in the manpfacturo of all 
tho batteries entrusted to us, and should 
more ho ■wanted there will be a break 
of continuity in supply corresponding to 
the interval between tho completion of 
the initial manufacture we have referred 
to and the receipt of a new order. 

Wo apologize for thi^ length of this 
letter; onr excuse is that it is of im- 
portance, both to ourselves and to the 
country, that the causes of the slow- 
ness of supply to 'which tho Secretary 
of State hog alluded should be 
thoroughly understood; and tre yentoro 
to add that the estaoU&hinents of this 
firm at Blawlck and at Openshaw have 
powers of production second to those 
of no other firm In the -world. 

Wo thiuk also that it would be n 
national calamity were It to be supposed 
that the existing manufacturing re- 
sources of the country were unequal to 
tho supply of any amount of wurliko 
material that may be required. 

The slowness of sujiply in tlu? present 
case arises frorr. the fact that during 
the last quarter of a C(?ntury hardly any 
lield batteries have been ordered from 
private makers. Tli(> main causes of 
delay in the supply of now and dilliciilt 
patterns are alluded to aliove, and we 
submit that they cannot, on the whole, 
bo attributed to tho manufacturers, 
wliile ■we further distinctly assert that, 
had the foreign makers referred to been 
placed in the position in ■which tlio Kng- 
lish makers were placed, tbey couhl not 
liavo manufactured those guns and car- 
riages in so groat numbers, or in so 
short a time, as has actually been ac- 
coniplislicd by us.
